Members of the Acadian Ama- 
teur Radio Association, Inc. 
(AARA) will again assist the Cajun 
Cup 10K Run by providing com- 
munications to the control center 
from the various check points along 
the race route thru downtown La- 
fayette. 

Volunteers will meet at a pre- 
designated location, have coffee 
and doughnuts, pick up their “T” 
shirts and move to their positions 
along the race route. Remember - 
Free Food at Parc Sans Souci after 
the race. 

At the present time, we do not 
have a volunteer to coordinate the 
ham radio part of the event. Any- 
one wanting to step up, make it 
known at the October AARA Gen- 
eral Meeting. 


Many individuals have loved ones in Puerto Rico, and they are understanda- 
bly hopeful that Amateur Radio operators can relay messages to them. As a 
result, some are contacting amateurs with requests to pass message traffic to 
the island. 


At the same time, individual amateurs and clubs have reported 
that local media representatives have contacted them to request 
information about Amateur Radio involvement in Puerto Rico. 
This likely will increase as word spreads in the national media 
about our activities. 


For inquiries from the public, ARRL advises that these individu- 
als be informed that amateurs traveling to Puerto Rico to support 
the American Red Cross effort will be tasked with handling out- 
bound traffic only. Members of the public concerned about fam- 
ily and friends in Puerto Rico should access the American Red 
Cross Safe and Well Website. Status information from friends and relatives 
in Puerto Rico will be entered into the system as it arrives from amateurs 
stationed there. 


For media inquiries, please ask reporters to contact ARRL directly. A sys- 
tem has been established at ARRL Headquarters to respond to media inquir- 
ies in a timely and accurate manner. 


LOUISIANA ARES / REGION 4 ARES NETS 


For the last year or so, the Louisiana ARES have been held a digital an voice net on Sunday evenings for those 
interested. 
Louisiana ARES Digital Net - Sunday 1830 central time on 3596 KHz USB +1500 on the waterfall, mode MT63- 
1KL. You will be asked to send your Name, Call, Region/Parish, Antenna, Power, Traffic, and Net Control signal 
report. Most operators will be using FLDIGI operating program & FLMSG to send ICS 213 messages. 
Louisiana ARES Voice Net - Sunday 1930 central time on 3873 KHz LSB. Net Control will list tasking objects in 
the 73 round if any, and then call for check-ins from Louisiana Regions, Texas & Delta Division. When you check- 
in, you will be asked if you want a “Early Out” if you do not plan to stay for the 73 round which may include some 
tasking training (this may be going to one of the 60 meters channels, checking in with the NCS station and exchang- 
ing signal reports, then returning to 3873 KHz for the 73 round and wait until you are called to give your 60 meter 
report) or any other comments you may have. 
Region 4 ARES Roundtable - Tuesday 1800 central time 0n 3803 KHz LSB. General discussion with signal re- 
ports in a “roundtable procedure”. 
Region 4 ARES/SkyWarn Net - Tuesday 1900 central time on the 145.370 SkyWarn Repeater in Lafayette, LA. 
Net Control will call stations by Quad (http://www.wSddL.org/files/2 meter frequencies for EMCOMM with map 
82712.pdf). When you check in, you will give your Call, Name, Quad/Parish, Traffic and Signal Report. There may 
be some tasking projects involved. 


Remember, you do not have to be a ARES member to take part in these nets but you do have to be licensed 
for these frequencies. 
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Jamboree-on-the-Air 


Jamboree-on-the-Air, or JOTA, is the largest 
Scouting event in the world. It is held annually the 
third full weekend in October. JOTA uses amateur 
radio to link Scouts and hams around the world, 
around the nation, and in your own community. This 
jamboree requires no travel, other than to a nearby 
amateur radio operator's ham shack. Many times you 
can find the hams will come to you by setting up a 
station at your Scout camporee, at the park down the KA 
block, or perhaps at a ham shack already set up at 
your council’s camp.

Tell Me More 

Scouts of any age can participate, from Cub [7 
Scouts to Boy Scouts and Venturers, including }/ 
girls. Once at the ham radio station, the commu- 
nication typically involves talking on a micro- 
phone and listening on the station speakers. How- 
ever, many forms of specialized communication | 
may also be taking place, such as video commu- 
nication, digital communication (much like sending a message on your 
smartphone but transmitted by radio), or communication through a satellite 
relay or an earth-based relay (called a repeater). The exchanges include such 
information as name, location (called QTH in ham speak), Scout rank, age, 
and hobbies. The stations you’ll be communicating with can be across town, 
across the country, or even around the world! The World Scout Bureau re- 
ported that the 2016 JOTA had nearly 1.3 million Scout participants from 
more than 30,000 locations, and reached 156 countries. 

When Is It? 

Jamboree-on-the-Air is held the third weekend in October. There are no 
official hours, so you have the whole weekend to make JOTA contacts. The 
event officially starts Friday evening during the JOTA Jump Start and runs 
through Sunday evening. 

How Can I Participate as a Scout? 

Contact your local Scout council and see what may already be planned in 
your area. You can also contact a local ham radio operator or a local ama- 
teur radio club. You can find a searchable database of clubs at www.arrl. 
org/find-a-club . This website is operated by the American Radio Relay 
League, the national association for amateur radio, which is cooperating 
closely with the BSA on JOTA and many other activities. 

Your local club may be able to direct you to its planned JOTA activities. 
These can include ham stations set up at camporees or other events. Or, if 
there are no planned activities, you can either work with them to get some- 
thing set up or arrange to visit a local radio operator’s ham shack at a sched- 
uled time to participate in JOTA. 

How Can I Participate as an Amateur Radio Operator? 

Contact your local Scout council and see what may already be planned in 
your area and how you can help. You can find your council using the Coun- 
cil locator. 

If nothing is currently planned, or if current plans aren’t reaching your 
area, you can work with the council or a local unit (pack, troop, crew) to set 
up a JOTA station or arrange for visits to your ham shack. You can also par- 
ticipate just by making QSOs with the many JOTA stations that will be on 
the air. A good resource to find a local Scout unit is the Be-A-Scout website 
at https://beascout.scouting.org/BeA ScoutMap.aspx

The current record is 52.00 inches at the Kanalohuluhulu Ranger Station on the Kauai some names to be missing from the 
island of Hawaii, seen during Hurricane Hiki in 1950. list. 

However, two different rain reports from Jefferson County Drainage District 7 had 
higher amounts during Harvey. 

A rain gauge near Nederland, Texas recorded 60.58 inches, and another rain gauge near 
Groves, Texas recorded 60.54 inches over a 7 day period (August 25th-August 31st). 

These reports are considered preliminary, and are under review by the National Weather 
Service, the Texas state climatologist, the Southern Regional Climate Center, and the Na- 
tional Centers for Environmental Information (formerly known as the National Climatic 
Data Center).
